Vienna, April 23. — Industrial 
workers to the number of 70,000 went 
on strike here to-day. having failed 
to obtain the increase In pay they 
had demanded. The workers in the 
gas and electric plants and those 
having to do with the production 
and distribution of bread, milk and 
other necessities will continue at 
their tasks until Monday, when they 
declare they will join the strike if no 
settlement of the demands has been 
reached.

Vladivostok. April 23.—(Associated 
Press).—Decision to investigate re¬ 
cent events In Siberia was reported 
by the Inter-Allied Railway (Commis¬ 
sion here this morning.

Frenchman Compiles Stalls 
tics Dealing With German 
Gunnery During War 


Agent in Italy Will Meet Sec¬ 
retary of Paris American

Toronto. April 28.—Protracted de¬ 
bate on the liquor referendum mo¬ 
tion occupied the attention of the 
Legislature again last night and ob¬ 
viated ail possibility of a division on 
the measure before Tuesday of next 
week. Further support for the re¬ 
solution was forthcoming last night. 


Paris, April 28.—Dr. Mercher, a 
member of the French Academy of 
Medicine, after an extended investi¬ 
gation. ha.s determined that during 
a period of five months in 1917 a 
total of 8.690,000 shells fell on the 
front of three French armies. The 
shells, according to Dr. Mercher, 
killed 13.627 men and wounded 65,412. 
According to his figures it took a 
total of 395 shells to kill one man 
and half as many to wound one. 


Rome. April 28.—Robert Under¬ 
wood Johnson. American Ambas¬ 
sador to Italy, presented his cre¬ 
dentials to K^g Victor Emmanuel 
to-day. Mr. Johnson left later for 
San Remo, where he will meet the 
secretary of ^he American Embassy 
in Paris, who has been ordered by 
the State Department at W'ashtngton 
to go to the scene of the conference 
of the Allied Supreme Council. 

Mr. Johnson had a cordial audience 
with the sovereign for about twenty 
minutes. Be then presented the per¬ 
sonnel of the Embassy, with whom 
the King conversed.

Long Silence. 

For more than nineteen months 
the silences of the Polar seas have 
shrouded the vessel ^th^t bore Roald 
Amundsen and his shipmates in their 
straijge endeavor. 

Amundsen’s vesseh the Maude, 
took on oil at Dixon Island, in the 
White Sea, about September 1. 19f8, 
and soon after sailed off to the 
northeast tlirough the rapidly frees- 
ing Arctic. 

To Drift. 

It was the explorer's plan to drive 
the ship as far northward as he 
could, then to lodge her in the ice 
and pl^mit her to be dragged along 
with enormous fk>es. Amundsen be¬ 
lieved his ship would be carried to 
the vicinity of the Liakov Islands, off 
the Delta bf the Lena River, on the 
northern Siberian coast. Here he be¬ 
lieved the Ice would be driven to the 
northward and thought it would take 
him near North Pole.

LAW TO RE STUDIED! 


Washington Industrial Code 
Commission Will Make Trip 
to Vancouver 


Tacomn, April 28.—Following a 
public hearing by the Stale In¬ 
dustrial Code Commission In Belling¬ 
ham to-morrow, the five members 
of the Commission will go to Van- I 
couver, where on Monday they will 
obtain first hand information regard¬ 
ing the operation of the Industrial 
Disputes Investigation Act of Canada. 

Under the provisions of the Can¬ 
adian law neither strikes nor lock¬ 
outs may be Initiated without a full 
Investigation by delegated authori¬ 
ties first In the hope of preventing 
them. 

Organized labor In Canada Is op¬ 
posed to the Act and Its leaders de¬ 
clare that it has not worked success¬ 
fully. On the other hand Dominion 
officials assert the Act has proved of 
Immense benefit in {he settlement of 
Industrial disputes without cessation 
of production. 

GERMANY AND NEW 

POLISH CORRIDOR 

Berlin, April 22.—Via I-ondon. April 
98. —Dr. Adolf Koester, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, stated In the Na¬ 
tional Assembly to-day that Germany 
was obliged to pyK the issue reorkrding 
the Bollsh corridor through* Prussia 
before the Supreme Council. This 
was necessary, he said, as a conse¬ 
quence of Poland's alleged attempt to 
paralyze rail connection with float 
Prussia and Poland's refusal to com¬ 
ply with the terms of the peace treaty 
regarding delivery of potatoes, geese 
and spirits. 

Dr. Koester declared Poland was 
holding back tank cars furnished by 
Germany to carry mineral oil. as well 
as German barges plying on the Oder 
and Vistula Rivers.

It will not be able to repeat the manoeuvre which 
saved some $117,000 this year or to reduce its 
estimates of expenditure any Jarther.

COOWTINO THE COST. 


According to a statement issued by Thomas J. 
McNamara, Great Britain’s Minister of Labor, 
strikes and lockouts reported to his Department 
during the year 1919 aggregated 1,413 and the 
total number of persons directly or indirectly af¬ 
fected was 2,580,000. 'The aggregate duration of 
the disputes was 34,430,000 working days counted 
on the basis of individual loss of time. 

These figures in themselves thdicate the loss 
to Britain’s industrial life within the short period 
oftwelve months. They represent a contribution 
to conditions which have placed the pound 
sterling. in an inferior position to the dollar. 
Their significance at-once suggests how much 
nearer Britain's exports and imports could have 
been drawn if only half of the disputes had not 
resulted in a stoppage of work. 

In spite of the Minister of Labor’s startling 
statement, however, we find that John Bull is 
gradually overtaking many of his rivals in a 
demonstration of recuperative energy. And if 
fifty per cent, of-the labor disturbances of 1919 
have been settled on terms equitable to employer 
and employee alike the present fiscal year may 
get very considerable benefits.

(F. W. Pathick Lawranca, In Tha Daily Herald, London) 

Tha British labor movement Is being keenly watched 
In the United States. Everyone whom I met there dur¬ 
ing my recent visit was anxious to learn all that I had 
to tell them about it. They believe that we are trying 
experiments which they will later be led to adopt If we 
make them a success.

‘*lt will not be neceesery to com¬ 
ment on your objection to our pro¬ 
posal to publieh arttclee dealing with 
the major Departmenta of the Pro¬ 
vincial Oovemment, inasmuch aa the 
'President cf the Assootation has al¬ 
ready explained to you verbally that 
the intention waa not to deal with

In regard to tbe third point, rmleed 
through a quotation from The Nel¬ 
son C^ily News inserted in the pub¬ 
lication, it la must respectfully sub¬ 
mitted that this is a news item giv¬ 
ing a report of the views expressed 
at a meeting of the Nelson Branch 
of the Association on the subject of 
the bonus. Similar views have been 
expressed either dire4)tly or indi¬ 
rectly by all ths branches, and here 
It may not be amiss to consider 
briefly the reasons for such vlswe: 

Firstly, It was the gsneral belief that 
the suni of $100,000 set aside by the 
Legis'lature in last year's estimates 
under Vote 281, headed “Civil Ser¬ 
vants' Bonuses.^ was to be utilised 
^or the purpose of a bonus. Second¬ 
ly. a letter addressed % (he Hon. the 
Provincial Secretary, teted Victoria, 

23rd July, 1919, to Mr. A. B. McNeill, 
reads as follows: In further consid¬ 
eration of the interview by yourself 
and Mr. Mackensle. with reference 
to the amount of the bonus. I may 
say that we will adopt as a working 
rule, a general increase of $30 per 
month ovsr ths ssiaries paid prior to 
the war. T1^ rule wilt not be with¬ 
out exceptions, but will very largely 
be followed." This letter was read 
at the provincial convention held a 
fa^ days afterwards and to a large 
extent allayqd the feelings of the 
members of the service. As time 
w'ent on and s bonus was not forth¬ 
coming. the service very reluctantly 
concluded that their expectations 
were not being fulfilled. 

Did Not 6fart Controvsrsy. 

“It Is only natural, thsrefore, (hat 
the members ofMhe service should, 
give expression to their feelings, and ; 
it does not appear to be unreason¬ 
able that auch expressions, which 
had already reached the dally press, 
should be reprinted In the civil ser¬ 
vice publication for tbe information 
nf the other branches. It should be 
noted that a voluminous statement 
was $8ued by the Civil 8er\ice Com¬ 
mission to the public press of the in¬ 
creases gl\*en by the Government, 
and this statement was not con¬ 
troverted in the public press by the 
Association. If the discussion of a 
bonus is a controversial matter, the 
blame should be laid at the door of 
the Civil 8er\-ice Commission for 
commencing the controversy In the 

g ubllc press where the clvU service 
as not the opportunity of replying 
to it. 

“The memorandum next deals with 
a quotation under the heading "Van¬ 
couver News," dealing with the dele¬ 
tion of the clatlse in the Civil Service 
Act concerning promotion from the 
third or fourth class. It le noted that 
you uhject to the quotation on the 
ground that the Association thereby 
publishes broadcast Its differences of 
opinion as against that of the Legis¬

Three times within a year tfiia 
theory has been contradicted'’' with' 
Jersey cows in working fiirmers 
bands. Vive la France with 1,081 
potinda of butter fat In one year and 
Lajla Alphea of Ashbum with 800 
RHiunds of butter fat In one year, as s 
yearling, were both Oregon cows In 
working farmer's hands. 

The latest case is that of Plain 
Mary, a registered Jersey that found 
her way Into the barn of two fanners 
Messrs. Kelly and Cossar, of Winn, 
Maine. These men were milking a 
string of some fifty head of grade 
COW'S, and decided to try out a few 
pure breds. Plain Mary was among 
the few they bought and she has pro¬ 
duced in the year 16,256 pounds of 
milk and 1,040 pounds of butter fat. 

Plain Mary started ber test at the 
age of eight yeara and eleven months' 
and during the first six months she 
averaged more than 100 pounds of 
fat a month. From then on she had 
a few reverses and she did not make 
as large a record as was at first ex¬ 
pected. The nuntry in which she 
lives It aubjecl to great extremes of 
weather and the set backs were due 
to weather conditions. Last Decem¬ 
ber in an unheated bam with the 
temperature 46 degrees below zero 
Plain Mary fell off rapidly in her, 
milk. One wonders what this great, 
cow would have done with good i 
handling In the mild coast climate of 
British Columbia.

The following table from the 
Journal of (''ommerce shows the 
number of sheep in the United States 
Its of January 1 In each year for ten 
years, as estimated by the United 
Ktates Department of Agriculture. In 
1910 the censuH reported 62,448.000 
sheep. It will be observed that the 
estimated number In 1920 is almost 
that of the year 1916, and that In the 
five earlier years of the decade the 
numbers are noticeably larger than 
In the last five years. The difference 
between 1911 and 1920 la five million, 
but the total has kept up well under 
adverse conditions.

From the table of production It 
appears that the total product of 
•'beared wool In the United States for 


the year 1919 was- 266,939,000 pounds 
and of pulled wool. 48,30^000 pounds, 
making an aggregate wool produc¬ 
tion of 314,239,000 pounds. The 
average shrinkage of pulled wool 
from the brushed to the scoured 
condition was 30 per cent, making 
the scoured equivalent of the pulled 
W’ool. 83,810,000 pounds, the aggre¬ 
gate wool product, sheared and 
pulled, being 314,239.000 pounds, 
equivalent to 138,987,484 ecoured 
pounds. 

The aggregate wool product In 1919 
was 14.318.000 pounds more than that 
of 1918, which in turn waa 14,348,000 
pounds more than In the preceding 
year. On the scoured basis, the pro¬ 
duct of 1919 waa 8,326,194 pounds 
larger than that of 1918, which w'as 
1,180,235 pounds larger than that of 
1917.

endorsed by their council, to which 
they had placed their signatures'; 
and Ve regret that the duties we 
have undertaken in connection with 
the committee will compel our con¬ 
tinued association for this year with 
individuals capable of the bad faith 
and repudiation that has been out¬ 
lined.' 

“We feel that, unless an uncondi¬ 
tional apology Is forthcoming from 
the Victoria members of the com¬ 
mittee. It is beneath our dignity to 
meet such members in committee, 
and we therefore respectfully request 
to be relieved of our duties as mem¬ 
bers of the committee.”

These 
are the men who say they no longer 
will associate with ue—thsse para¬ 
gons of excellence—they are the 
men who talk of repudiation of bad 
faith. I deny there was any bad 
feeling between the members of the 
committee, yet we are told similar 
things regarding the sewer settle¬ 
ment. Personally I have supported 
the choice of an engineer, in order to 
straighten the latter question out, 
and gather essential data, which has 
now been done. 

Was a Mistake. 

“Turning back to this direct ques¬ 
tion, of Elk lake watershed, 1 do 
say that 1 opposed it from the firet 
1 told the victoria men so, but It 
having been decided 1 brought the 
matter back to the Council, and the 
report on the watershed was adop^, 
the interpretation of which Is in dis¬ 
pute.” • 

The Reeve then moved the motion 
alluded to above as a member of the 
joint committee. 

Councillor Clark seconded the mo¬ 
tion. He also declared that he waa 
opposed to the plan, yet he was as¬ 
tonished that the agreement having 
been accepted, that the City Council 
members should take the line they 
had.

Following the refusal of the City 
Council Wednesday to grant more 
than a'ten per cent, wage Increase to 
Uie city employees, the Clvlo Em¬ 
ployees Federation, representing the 
CUy Hall staff, the police and the 
firemen, will meet Monday night to 
consider iho advisability of action to 
force un Investigution Into the whole 
salary question. 

At a recent meeting of the Civic 
I'lmployees Protective Association, 
consisting of the clerical and outsltle 
workers, decided that, should the 
Council grant less than a ten per cent. 
Increase, it would demand that u 
board of arbitration Inquire Into tbe 
question, U was claimed that, by a 
recent amendment to the Industrial 
Disputes Investigations Act, the Min¬ 
ister of l«abor was empowered to 
create such a board without the con¬ 
sent of both parties to any dispute. 
This contention, however, is ques¬ 
tioned by tlie aldermen, and no rul¬ 
ing on it has been secured. 

Most of the aldermen are not 
alarmed over the situation as far as 
it concerns the clerical staff. The 
majority of the Council, which voted 
against the fifteen per cent increase 
asked by the employees, declares 
that, should such a raise be granted, 
a considerable part of the staff would 
have to be dismissed. Anxious eyes, 
however, are being cast in the direc¬ 
tion of the firemen, who. It is admit¬ 
ted. are more capable wf enforcing 
their demands than other branches 
of the civic service. •
